Transportation of Negroes from Africa to the West
Indies. ,

The London Daily News calls attention to a new
phase of the history of the Slave-trad- e, asserting that,
although the Earl of Clarendon has no official infor-
mation of the fact, it is nevertheless quite true that
the French Government has entered into a contract
with a Marseillts house for the supply of 10,000
Africans to Guadaloupe and Martinique. This con-
tract was, it seems, signed by the French. Ministers
of Marine and Foreign Affairs of the one part, and
MM. Regis, of Marseilles, of tho other part, on the
13th of March last. It stipulates that the latter are
within three years, or if possible in less time, to trans-
port 5,000 blacks to Guadaloupe and as many to Mar-
tinique, there to work under an engagement for ten
years at the wages of 12 francs 50 centimes a month,
out of which each negro so imported has to pay, at
the rate of wo francs a month, the cost of his trans-
port, estimated at 200 francs. MM. Regis undertake
to employ in this service large steam vessels, capa-
ble of containing 800 passengers', and for each adult
immigrant, male or female, they are;to receive 500
francs, or JC20 sterling. One of these steamers has,
we aTe assured, already sailed.

If the contract contain any stipulations binding tho
Messieurs Regis to ship only negroes who voluntari-
ly tender themselves for emigration, or not to pay
money to induce negroes to come on board their ves
sels, the abstract which has been allowed to transpire
makes not the smallest reference to such stipulations.
So far as appears.no restrictions whatever are placed
on the contractors; they have the entire coast
of Western Africa (except, of course, the British
settlements) to operate upon ; they may obtain
the blocks whence and how they can j all th&t
the French Government apparently care for is
the arrival of 10,000 to the colonies, where they are
to be condemned to labor for ten years, at wages less
for a month than the current value of work for a
week in the adjoining British possessions. The
u Daily News " points out that this scheme differs
essentially, and is apparently to be carried out in a
very different manner from that by which our colo-
nists are permitted to obtain immigrants from India,
China and Africa, and expresses a fear that we are in
danger of a new 6lave trade.

Diplomatic Corps of the United States.
A Washington correspondent of the New York

Courier furnishes some interesting information in re-
lation to the diplomatic corps of the United States.

The aggregate number of Diplomatic and Consular
officers is 3G6. The two full missions of highest
rank are those of England and France, to which is
attached a salary of $17,000 each. The occupanta
of five other missions receive $12,000 each, of two
others $10,000 each, and the Minister to Austria re-
ceives $9,000. But the lucrativeness of the officers
and the expenses of the system will be shown in the
subjoined tabular statement of appointments and
compensation authorized by law :

The Northern Democracy.

In the House of Representatives, 37 Northern Demo-
crats voted for it, and only 3 against it : while not a
single man from the North of any other party voted
for it.

The Stony Point Celebration, which called togeth-e- r
some eight or ten thousand citizens, mainly from

Rockland county, on the 16th of July, to commemo-
rate the storming of the Point, soon after midnight

evenly-eigh- t years previously, we hope is to inaugu-
rate many other celebrations of a like character, all
over the land. There are, it is true, in the history

the war, not many achievements so striking as
this which was one of tbe most brilliant achieve-
ments of ancient or modern warfare. The fort was
strongly defended by nature and art, and it would
seem to us almost fool hardy, but for what we know

the man who planned the enterprise, and of tho
man who executed it. Tbe British bad six hundrsd
skillful and brave men in the fort, and the Americans
undertook to take and hold it with less than three
hundred. When Washington asked Wayne then
but thirty-fou- r years old if he would command the
expedition which he had planntd, the answer of Mad
Anthony, more laconic than .reverent, was : " Yes,
I'll storm hell itself, if you will only lay the plan."
He had confidence in the skill of his general. It was
on the 15lh of July, 1779, that Wayne started from
Sandy Beach, over twelve or fourteen miles above,
and came by a rugged and most impassable route to
the 8cene of his labors. At half-pas- t eleven the fol-
lowing night he prepared for tbe attack. Everything
around was as still as night and death. Every charge
had been withdrawn from the guns of the men picked
for the occasion. Washington whose letter to Wayne

worth reading many times instructed his chosen
officer not to make the attack at early morn-
ing, when a foe might be most exp?cted, and as was
the custom, but during the first slumber, and as soon
after midnight as was practicable. Between 11 and
12 Wayne was on the line of the morass waiting for
the receding tide, and as it was some of bis men had
to wade for two or three feet in the water. How he
passed the sentinels is very well told in the address

Judge Parker :

" There was an old negro, a slave of Capt. Lamb's,
who, though his skin was black had as good a heart
as anybody. He was in the habit of coming to the
fort to sell betries to the officers and men, who were
always anxious to see him. They wanted him to
come ofiener, and he said he could not unless he
came in the night ; he had to hoe corn all day for
his master. They were obliged to give him the coun-
tersign, and he promised to come, and he did come.

Laughter. But with him came two honest looking
men, to be sure, dressed as plain farmers. They
passed the sentinels, and gave the countersign, and
soon the two sentries were seized and bound by two
stout men, and thus tl e surprise was effected."

After that, the forlon hope of twenty men entered
the fort, but not until the alarm had been given
within ; and so fierce and bloody was the resistance,
that of the twenty men who first entered, seventeen
were either killed or wounded. The forlorn hope
were the first to expose themselves to the deadly fire

the tnsmy, without being able to return it still
they marched on. Wayne wad first struck by a
n'usket ball, and thought he was mortally wounded.
He told his aids he wished to be taken to the fort to
die at tbe head ot his column. He was among tbe
first who entered the fort, and was spared to serve
his country in many future encounters. When they
came to count the killed and wounded, they found
that, while ihey had lost but fifteen killed and eighty-thre- e

wounded, there were fifty-thre- e of the British
killed, and over five hundred men taken prisoners.
We like to see bravery and humanity go hand in
hand. The speaker alluded to spoke in eulogy of
the brilliant achievement by which the place was
thus captured. Medals were presented to Wayne
and Cols. De Fleury and Poser. Wayne announced
his victory to Gen. Washington "m these brief words :

Stoney Point, July 15, 1777, )

2 o'clock, A. M. )

Dear General : The fort and prisoners, with Col.
Jackson are ours. Our officers and men behaved
like men who were determined to be free.

Yours, most respectfully,
Anthony Wayne.

In almost every news-
paper, with which we are acquainted, there is much
need of improvement in the little habits of the office,

exclusive of the general tone and arrangement of the
paper. Important as any editorial custom, is that of

a regular and systematic ransacking of exchanges.
Regular in the sense of daily examination, and sys-

tematic in examination for particular purposes and
departments. This babit alone will secure io any
paper a range of information, and variety of interest,
which will go far to the achievement of popularity
well deserved.

with that upon dividends ; tho one is payable to the Treasu-"- r

'he State by the officers of the bank the other to be
listed by tLe owner, and paid to the sheriff of the county.

It bellev t0 have been the intention of the Legislature,
and I am of opinion that they had a right to impose both

You call my attention particularly to the charter of the
bank of the fctate. 2. Revised Statues, section 13th, page
bl, reads: Each share owned by individuals shall be sub-
ject to an annual tax of 25 cents and no more, which shall
be reserved out of the profits as they accrue."

This 1 think prohibits the Legislature from increasing the
tax above 25 cents on the share; and it was for that reason
that in the late Revised Laws, section 133, you find that the
Bank of the State is excepted, but 1 think it does not pro-
hibit the Legislature from taxing the dividens arising from
stock in said Bazk. I am therefore of opinion that dividends
upon stcck owened by individuals in the bank of the State,
are taxed under our Revenue Laws. I know there is a di-
versity of opinion in regard to this matter, and I suppose the
whole subject will be carried to the Supreme Court for con-
struction. I have not thought it at all necessary to give in
full the reason for the opinion to which I have arrived.

Louis Nupelvon and Cavalgnoc A Reminiscence.
On the 15th of June, 1848, great sensation was produced

in the National Assembly of France, by an announcement
from the President's chair, that he had received a letter from
the citizen Bonaparte, who had just been elected to the Na-
tional Assembly. In answer to loud cries of "Read it! Read
it! ' the President read this letter, dated London, 11th June,
1848:

"Mr. President. I was upon the point of leaving to repair
to my post, when J learned that my election is afording a
pretext to deplorable troubles and fatal errors. I did not
seek the honor of being a representative of the people, be-
cause I was aware of the injurious suspicions which were en-
tertained with regard to me. Still less would I seek power.
If the people were to impose dutits upon me, I should know
how to perform them. . Tumultuous agitation here interrup-
ted the reading of the letter But I disavow all those who
impute to me ambitious intentions which I have not. My
name is a symbol of order, of nationality, of jrlory; and it
would be with the most lively grief that l(shouldsee it made
use of to increase the troubles and dissentions of the coun-
try. To avoid such an evil, 1 would prefer to remain in ex-
ile. 1 am ready for all sacrifices to secure the happiness of
France. Have the goodness, Mr. President, to communicate
my letter to the Assembly. I send you a copy of my thanks
to the electors. Receive the expression of my distinguished
sentiments.

"Louis Napoleon Bonapaete."
The liveliest aggitation succeeded, which was followed by

a profound silence, which they observed approaching the
tribune Gen. Cavaignac, Minister of War.

"Citizen Representatives," said he, "a member of the
government tola you lately that one man alone persisted in
obtainining silence upon the state of the Republic. The
zilence has just been broken. My emotion does not permit
me to express myself as 1 would my whole thought; but my
first remark touching this document, which becomes histori-
cal, is that the word Republic does not appear in it. (Here!
hear!) I confine myself to signalizing this document to the
attention of the Assembly, to the attention and the remem-
brance of the whole nation."

"I'ive la Repubhquc!" burst from all sides. Down with
all pretenders !"

Another speaker, Mr. Beaume, pronounced Napoleon's
letter a "declaration of war by a pretender," and called the
writer "an impudent young man." M. Thouret, who follow-
ed M. Beaume, directed.the attention of the Assembly to this
phrase : "It the people were to impose duties upon me, 1

should know how to perform them." M. Thouret said : The
duties which the people impose upon him, are those of re-
presentative. No others are imposed upon him."

A Member "He deems those duties too modest."
M. Thouret "I he phrase is an appeal to revolt. Conse-

quently, I propose that we immediately resolve that Louis
Bonaparte is banished from the Repulic."

Immense confusion followed, and the Assembly adjourned,
amidst cries office hi Hepublique. Thus it will be seen that
Cavaignac, now Opposition candiate in Paris, and the only
consistent Republican in France, penetrated from the first,
the purpose ot Louis .Napoleon. I he previous illustrious
services of this General have preserved his name from extinc-
tion, but what has become of M. Thouret who proposed to
banish Bonaparte from the Republic, or M. Baume, who cal-
led him " an impudent young man V

A Romatic Region. Tho editor of the Abingdon Virgin-
ian recently spent a few days in the White Top Mountains,
and other peaks in that range, and " in all the region round
about." In giving his experience he says :

" The White Top is the highest peak in the Apalachain
range. While we were upon the summit, and looking out
westward with a glass at Abingdon and the farms many
miles beyond, a cloud came rolling up to the mountain,
which soon swept across the top, careering like a snow storm,
the wind whistling mournfully and winterlike through the
naked limbs, and the vaper hiding .our company from each
other. From the southeastern slope portions of North Caro-
lina, Tennessee, and Virginia, all fell within the scope of
natural vision, and from the northwestern slope the bold
outline of Kentucky marked the horizon. The most remark-
able thing wo saw upon White Top was its crowds of trees
called Lashhorn. These trees are of all heights, from mere
shrubs up to fifty feet, and the tops are almost invariably
flat, so much so, and the branches sojclosely interwoven, that
persons can stand or walk upon tbem. Our company, con-

sisting of nine persons, had the curiosity to ascend to the top
of one of these trees, where we all sat down together upon
the level platform of foliage, some twenty-fiv- e feet in diame-
ter, and two or three of the company actually laid down and
rolled across the ton. This tree is a species of fir, and is,
we believe, peculiar to the peak. The timber near the sum
mit is small and gnarled, but at the baso trees are giants.
We saw and measured one white oak 18 feet in circumfer-
ence, with 70 feet trunk without a limb. The streams in the
neighborhood all abound with trout, (the best table fish in
the Southwest,) and their capture, though laborious, i3 full
of sport."

Adulteration of Liquors. G. W. Kendall, Esq., of the
New Orleans Picayune, who ought to know, writes as fol-

lows of the adulterations of liquors:
" Mats, revenons a nos moutons, or rather let us go back

t our whiskey and tobacco, and be serious. Right sensible
men among us have long seen that the day of pure brandy
and real Havana cigars was over, and such men have gone
back to first principles, or. in plainer English, have taken to
old Bourbon or Monongahela whiskey, and what they fondly
hoped was an honest pipe ef home-raise- d tobacco. And
here they thought they were on safe ground; but now comes
the cry that oar whiskey is adulterated with strychnine, and
our tobacco seasoned with prussic acid, and there is no peace
for us. If we are to have our potations stuffed with strych-
nine, and if every puff we blow from a pipe is to be loaded
with prussic acid, we might as well stop at once as not
There will soon be no further need of Father Mathews, of
temperance societies, of tirades against whiskey and tobac-
co; poison will do it.

the usual way, by applying the foap direct upon the
muslin. Make a lather by boiling some soap and

water together. Let it stand until it is sufficiently
cool for use. Previously to putting the dress into
it, throw in a handful of salt. Rince the dress,
without wringing it, in clear cold water, into which
a little salt baa been thrown. Reraove it, and rince

it again in a fresh supply of clear cold water and
salt. Then wring the dress in a rlotb, and hang it
to dry immediately, spreading it out as open as pos-

sible, so as to prevent any part lying over another.
Should there be any white in the pattern, mix a little
blue in the water,"
